theman extraordinary ſhort Cut» and their 
Neighbours in oppoſition ro-them eſpou- 
fed a long one, becauſe they would not be 
xeputed Round-heads ;, and in nothing ont- 
wardly were the two Parties ſo. much dif- 
ferenc'd as 1n their Hair,and happy had it

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Here are two things I ſhall ſhortly 

'& diſpatch about Habit and Apparel. 
1. The Veneration and Reſpect that or 
ther Countries have for their National 


Dreſs. - 2- The 
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' - 2. The reaſons of it, ariſing eſpecially 
from ſome apprehenſions ofFatality accru- 
ing to ſuch as too lightly haye aſſumed the 
Faſhions of others. 

3. How England hath heen too juſtly 
Taxed in all Ages of this Levity. 

To the firſt I need ſay but very little, 
it being generally known how moſt Nati- 
ens in Chriſtendom ( the French onely ex- 
cepted ) have been and ſtill are devout 
and ſuperſtitious Adorers of their Couns 
trey Habit. So tender are they of their 
Reputations,that they will not ſuffer under 
the Aſperſion of being accounted giddy 
and unconſtant by their Neighbour Nati- 
ons.. The very Furks as well as the Span:- 
aras, giving us an example of an unaltera- 
ble deyotion herein. And very Remarkable 
j3san old Decree of the Ruſſiars to this 
purpoſe, That [_ tam in Cult Numinis, 

yam in Apparatu Corporss, Moribus Legi- 
Gave uti preſentibus , etiamſi Deteriores 
ſint ] They were reſolved as well in the 
matter of their Religion, as in the man- 
ner of their Dreſs and Apparel, to. ſtick 
to the Laws and Cuſtoms then in force, yea 
notwithſtanding perhaps there might be 
found ſome defects in both. So loath were 
they it ſeems to introduce any new Faſhion 
vriaventionthat men of mutable and new- 
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Fangled Spirits ſhould preſent unto them 
Yet bythe Fayour of this Ruſſian Edit, it 
cannot be denyed, that Afrer-Ages have 
found out thoſe abſurdities both. in that 
Religion and Dreſs of Antiquity, as have 
well enough juſtified their modeſt endea- 
vours in the Regulations of both. Till 
Popery give us a better Teſtimony of its 
ſuitabieneſs and proportion with the grand 
Pattern received fromthe Adonnt, then of 
late it hath, we cannot ſo caſily be brought 
to repent of our Departure from the 
ſtrange and ridiculous extravagancies of 
it. Andit were enough ſhould I hang out 
to view one of the Suits that was general- 
ly worn- heretofore in England, where you 
had a Dublet all jagg*d and prickt, the 
Waſtband coming down but a little below 
the Armholes, guarded with eight long 
Skirts ; to this Dablet was claſped a pair 
of Breeches cloſe made to the Body, and:

IT | ever 
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ever hung very reverently at the Girdle. 
Where hung a' Pouch made faſt with a 
Ring or Lock of Iron, weighing at leaſt 
two or three Pound,whether there was a- 
ny money in it or no. The like I could give 
of the womens Gowns, and ſhew the mad- 
neſs 'of the Fardingale, and other whim- 
fies---But the Galleries and Parlours of 
moſt old Families are ſet out with ſuch 
diſpuiſing Poſtures, as better will evidence 
them to the view of the Reader, then I 
care my Pen ſhould do at this time. What 
different Cuts have we our ſelves known 
from this diſcribed ? What huge Breeches, 
like Petticoats ? What Slaſh'd Dublets ? 
What guarded Breeches with ſuch huge 
fets of Points round the Knees, that were 
invented to hide the French-pox, by force- 
ing men to ſtraddle above a yard wide. 
Theſe and many others are in freſh memo- 
ry; but putting them all aſide, how more 
exceedingly decent and graceful is the pre- 
ſent Cur of our Gentlemen, anſwering all 
the parts and members of the Body to a 
more Civil and proportionable end. Al- 
ways however be excepted the incompara- 
ble Tunick and Veſt, ſo very comely in it 
ſelf,” ſo very advantageous to the Dra- 
pers: of the Kingdom, perhaps the molt 
grave and manlike Dreſs that ever En+. 
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i D2efs and Apparel. 125 
gland faw, which had the unhappinefs to 
be brought in too late, and the hard Fate 
to be ſent out again too ſoon. And 
would have anſwered all the expectations 
of publick Commodity pretended by the 
Woolen- Act, ſo that had our Gentlemen 
pleas'd to have danc'd in them any longer, 
the Farmers would very cheerfully have 
paid the Fidlers. But we can never hold 
when it is well, ſuch an influence hath the 
French Pipe to make us ca-per after them, 
in all their Follies, to our own diſhonour 
and Rune.

after they ſo dearly ſuffered under. 
_ Cafar in his Commentaries hath an Ob- 
ſervationto this very purpoſe, That Di-

than to pleaſe-our Fancies with thc Levities of the 
French. And how little did he merit the happinels 
of our good Cloth and Beef, of our good Laws and 
Religion, of our Native Immunities and-happy Li- 
berties, who declared he had rather be ſerv'd by a 
French Dog than by an Engliſh-man. 

What care and prudence hath been uſed formerly 
by o'her Nations for the prevention of publick des 
triment from the extravagancies, and vainexcels of 
Apparel, I have already inftanc'd from the Athe- 
nians and others, from the City of Venice &c.To 
which I will onely here adjoyn a Memoire, of the 
Law Sumptuaria whizh Numa Pompilins eſtabliſh- 
ed, and which prov'd ſo exceedingly advantageous 
to the proſperity of the then Roman State, Ut mn 
exequirs Epuliſque, Ec. It was provided by that 
Law, that all their profuſe expence in Funerals, and 
all excefſive uſe of fine Cloths at their publick meet- 
ing and Shows ſhould be utterly laid afade; by due 
obedience and execution of which they quickly 
came to find the preſent Commodity and benefit 
by extirpating thoſe two voraciots Gulphes that 
ſwallow up the proſperity of any Kingdom that is 
in the World, delicacy of fare and ſumptuouſneſs 
of Attire. And to ſhew you what inconveniences 
this eſpecially of ſumptuouſneſs of Apparel, hath at 
all times brought to poor England, T ſhall go back 
to Queen El:7abeths days, and give you a remar- 
kable Survey of it, drawn by a Gentleman of good 
Quality and Underftanding. Repreſenting it to 
King Famesin his Book dedicated to him, ( ſavou- 
ring of the Language of that Age ) wherein he thus 
paſſionately deplored it to the King. 

Our Engliſh-men more then any Nation of the 
World hath been ſhamefully branded among For. 
| K reigners 
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r&gners for their diſguiſed Faſhions, and ſiimptuous 
Habiliments beyond the bounds of Prudence, Mo- 
geration and Hability. Some women after a prepo- 
ferous Faſhion attired like men in Dablets, and 


forme men like —_ __— thisexcels hath 
exceedingly diſperſed it (If in our Nation,that by 


their exteciour new-fangled Robes the wifeſt of our ' 


Adverſaries in Forreign Parts have paſt their Judgs 
ments of our giddy minds, and unconſtant behavi- 
ours, inwardly ſaying, That in wearing Dutch 
Hats, with Frer.ch Feathers, French Dublets, with 
Coltersafter the cuſtom of $9457, T:rkiſþ Coats, 
S$p.,niſh Hoſe, It a/ian Cloaks, and I/alentianRapers, 
with (ich like; we had likewiſe ftollen the vices 
and exceſſes of thoſe Countries which we did imi- 
tate Natural. Beſides what a ſhame was it for us 
to be noted for this exorbitant exceſs. that - baſe 
Tailors, and others which work as Hirclings, aſ- 
: prin to that abuminable and indecent fingularity, 

ould equal themſelves in the coſt and Faſhion 
of their attire with ſome of the greatelt Barons of 
this Land. A Fault not- to be imputed to the 
Laws, ( for thoſe. are preciſe and ſtrict in ſuch 
comely confiderations, but in the diſfſolute and in- 
tempecate affections of people, which inſtead of a 
littleLiberty, make a Licence at large, Tyrannizing 
upon the Princes gentle diſpoſition :ndLenity.Henee 
it was that the Nobility to diſtinguith themſelves 
by this outward aport of their Degrees and Riches 
from the Raſcal Rabble and baſe Kufhans, were 
driven to moſt extream - charge, that they might 
make a difference of themſelves from them, equiyo- 
lent in proportion. Which courſe if the Queen 
her ſelt had kept, anſwerable to her State, above 
ſo.ueLadies and others in the like analogy, ſhe might 
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with eaſe have conſumed an unſpeakable Maſs. of 
Treaſure ( Ter Reader,'t# known that Rueen Eliz4- 
beth did not ſpare for Coſt in ber Clothes) By this 
means the Eſtates and Subſtance of Taylors , 
Craftzmen, and other Mechanicks, was daily more 
encreaſed, and the Fortunes of. our Gentry ut- 
terly exhauſted. VVhich Leproſy did in a little ſo 
ſpread it ſelf in this Nation, that divers Livings of 
very ancient Demeſne and Inheritance, which had 
continued in ſucceſſion from many Grand Fathers of 
one Race did hang up in Taylors Shops, and were 
piled up in the Merchants Caffers. This Emulation 
of exceſs having further prevailed, grew to ſuch 
outrage, that when proper maintenanfe fayled in 
ſome ro ſupport ſuch Rzot, they violently or ſe« 


/ cretly took from others, turning open Robbers, or 


ſec-:t Pilpherers to, ſupply the ſame. VVhich 
hath. been the demoſition and confuſion of many 
Noble Families, 4nd perſons, lately great in worlds 
ly Reputation, and others in private want, purcha- 
ſed by their own ihtollerable profuſene(s, have” pe= 
riſhed in their peſtilent practiſes, tending to the 
common. ruine, for ſatisfaction of their unſatiable

therwiſe concern'd it ſeems then from the Inconve- 
niences ariſing to the Commonwealth, by this pro= 
fuſeneſs,and Lamenting the iliConſequences of it on 
that account, without any reſpect to the Sinfullneſs 
of it, as a Provocation bringing Judgment upon a 
People where it ſhould thusexceed.
